C. C. Nourse of West Central ave¬ 
nue was elected to the vacant position 
on the board of city trustees at their 
regular meeting last night. The place 
had remained open for three weeks 
while the other board members sought 
suitable timber among the west end- 
ers, that section being left without 
representation. The selection of Mr. 
Nourse will doubtless bring satisfac¬ 
tion to all elements and sections.

Nourse was summoned from his home 
and upon appearing at the city hull 
was sworn in and took his seat at tne 
foot of the council table. 

Improve Carter Avenue 

Ordinance of intention for the im¬ 
provement of that portion ol Carter 
avenue lying west of Auburn was 
adopted. That is the only part of 
Carter avenue not improved and the 
property owners petitioned some time 
since that the street be paved, gut¬ 
tered and curbed. 

Another Proposition 

Trustee Johnson reported lor the 
committee appointed to confer with 
West Central property owners own¬ 
ing property sought by condemnation 
for sidewalk purposes, lie said they 
had talked witli Mr. Andrews and 
worked out a proposition which was 
presented in writing, providing that 
tile city remove the building and haul 
the lumber to any place designated 
within the city limitB, pui the lot in 
presentable shape, grade the sidewalK, 
pay $76 cash and relieve him Irom 
payment ol any assessments lor sim¬ 
ilar purposes on tne other property 
involved, in return tor wliCh the city 
is to receive a quit claim deed to the 
sidewalk strip. 

Before taking action on the propo¬ 
sition one way or another the trustees 
wanted to know if somewhat similar 
propositions could be secured from the 
other property owners, also it the ac¬ 
ceptance of this proposition would in¬ 
validate the condemnation proceed¬ 
ings against the others. Accordingly 
tile matter was put over until the next 
meeting tor the umpty-steentii time. 

Want Deputy Marshal 

Residents ot Canyon park want po 
lice service, in the iorm of a special 
deputy marshal to serve Saturdays 
and Sundays during the summer 
months. On account ol the large num¬ 
ber of picnickers and visitors, the tire 
danger from the Sunday crowds and 
the distance from the city hall, ihe 
canyon presents a special problem. A 
petition trom the Canyon Park im¬ 
provement association requested the 
appointment ot K. ti. Fowler. Action 
was deterred until next meeting 

Separation of the jobs of marshal 
and street superintendent was dis¬ 
cussed at the suggestion of Marshal 
Udell, who said the duties of both 
offices have increased to a point where 
it is difficult to render efficient ser¬ 
vice. Some of tile trustees concurred 
in the opinion. Inasmuch as the 
change would involve a re-arrange¬ 
ment of salary schedules action was 
deferred lor lurther consideration.

GAME PRESERVE MAPS 

WILL BE ISSUED

Maps showing the boundaries of the 
r.ewly created game preserve in the 
Sierra Madre mountains will lie issued 
soon by the forest service, according 
to announcement from Supervisor 
Charlton's office. The preserve lakes 
in the most of the range, but. roughly 
speaking, leaves the desert watershed 
open to hunters. According to unoffi¬ 
cial announcement, hunters who are 
lucky enough to kill any deer will not 
he allowed by Ihe game wardens to 
pack their venison out through the re¬ 
stricted territory but must take it out 
of the mountains by wuy of the open 
region, which means a circuitous trip 
to Ihe Antelope Valley side of the 
range. The maps giving full data re¬ 
garding the new restrictions are await¬ 
ed with Interest by hunters who have 
an appetite for venison. The leaving 
of the Malibu country open will prob¬ 
ably result in most of the hunters go¬ 
ing there, or further north. In search 
of game. 

HOLIDAY THRONG 

IN THE MOUNTAINS 

Thousands of picnickers and camp¬ 
ers thronged through Sierra Madre 
and iuto the nearby canyons and more 
remote mountains for the week end 
und Fourth of July holiday. The 
( rowds were among the largest ever 
known here. Most of them were only 
out for a day, but hundreds remained 
longer at the cabins or sleeping out in 
the open. Near the Sierra Club cabin 
nnd Sturtevant Falls In the Big Santa 
Anita the blanketed sleepers are said 
to have been scattered so thickly over 
the ground that a burro would have 
had a hard time picking liis wny with¬ 
out stepping on some. On Monday aft¬ 
ernoon and evening there was a steady 
procession of campers coming out over 
the trails, travel being especially 
heavy on the Sturtevant trail.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of tho simplest kind would eliminste most of the loee 
resulting from forts* fires, as shewn by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last ssaten. 

Much could be accomplished by ebservance of the following aix 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig- 
aratte stump whare there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fira any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it oven for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt, 

4. Don’t build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a email 
one where you can acrapa away the needles, leaves or grass from ail 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, gat word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
juet as quickly as you possibly can.

CARL E. OH IS 
KILLED: AUTO 
TURNS OYER 

Carl E. Ott, agent for the Crown 
City l^uindry of Pasadena, was killed 
in an unusual auto accident Monday 
afternoon near Pomona. He was d-ly¬ 
ing a Ford runabout and made a sharp 
turn to avoid colliding with a car 
which was running out in front of him 
from a cross street. He turned too 
sharply and lost control of his car, 
which turned completely over, landing 
finally right side up. Ott’s head was 
crushed us the car went over and he 
was probably killed instantly. Miss 
Maude Massey of lam Angeles who 
was with him escaped with compara¬ 
tively slight injuries. 

Mr. Ott and Miss Massey had left 
Sierra Madre together about 10 o’clock 
Monday morning for a holiday drive 
to Redlands. Ott had been teaching 
bis companion to drive the car and she 
had driven much of the way. Hurry¬ 
ing homeward along the boulevard 
near Pomona towards evening he had 
taken the wheel in order to make 
belter time. They were facing the 
sun, which was low in the west, and 
tlie blinding light may have been con¬ 
tusing when the other car suddenly 
loomed up at the cross street. Ac¬ 
counts differ as to Just what happened, 
but it appears that both cars turned 
sharply to avoid collision. Ott’s car 
shows the effect of the overturning 
with battered radiator and mudguards 
and a general wrenching. It was not 
so badly damaged, however, but that 
it could he driven to Sierra Madre 
under its own power by Milton Steln- 
berger who drove to Pomona with 
C. W. Brunson upon hearing of the 
accident. 

Mr. Ott was thirty-six years of age, 
had been a resident of Sierra Madre 
aliout nine months, residing at the 
Auburn House. In that time he had 
worked up a prosperous laundry route 
in Sierra Madre, Lanianda Park and 
Arcadia. He was a likeable fellow, 
winning friends readily, and was re¬ 
garded as square and reliable by all 
who had dealings with him. He was 
a member of the Masonic order, the 
Knights of Pythias and of other fra¬ 
ternal organizations. He had no rela¬ 
tives in California. His parents reside 
in Cleveland, Ohio, and telegraphed 
instructions to ship the body there for 
interment. C. W. Brunson and F. M. 
Hart took charge of the sad arrange¬ 
ments. and also of his affairs pending 
tin- appointment of an administrator 
to settle up liis business.

Remove 
shelves and set at once In boiling wa 
ter. keep ut boiling |s>lnt thirty uilu- 
I utes, set In hot oven for an hour and 
then rub all over with a solution of 
formaldehyde, wipe dry and put lu 
sun for several hours. 

Metal shelves with heavy coating of 
enamel nre safe and easily taken 
care of. 

Keeping all corners nnd sides, as 
well as dishes used, perfectly dry Hiid 
dean; keeping the temperature of the 
box at a low degree and the air dry. 
will lessen the danger from bacteria. 

See that food Is put at once lu the 
refrigerator. If this Is left out to be 
nibbled by the fly that has come from 
some fever Infested spot covered with 
germs, some of these must necessarily 
adhere to the damp surface of the 
meat The cold In the box Is power 
less to stop the growth of germs, It 
cau only retard It, and sooner or later 
the food becomes unlit for use. 

Foods cooked or uncooked should uot 
"stand nround” the kitchen, but should 
lie put at once In the cooling room of 
i the refrigerator. 

Partly decayed food should never lie 
placed ln the refrigerator. You do not 
succeed ln “keeping" It. ami you fill 
the food compartment with the bne- 
terla laden air that settles upon the 
food in the box.

and fruits on her table. Now, since 
tlie spring days have appeared, her 
wishes lire n realization It is her duty 
as an efficient hoUsckeej>er to have as 
many and as large a variety of fresh 
vegetables as she can. Vegetables, 
like fruits, nre rich In water, nnd there 
fore they do much to quench the thirst 
Celery Is Do per cent water Minerals 
occur In all vegetables, mid cellulose or 
the woody |mrt Is their framework 
Some of the vegetables, such hs peas, 
potatoes mill beaus, are especially rich 
lu starch, while beets have a large 
amount of sugar qualities. In cooking 
strong Juiced vegetables It Is necessary 
to use plenty of water. In vegetables 
high In sugar and soluble, such as 
[was and carrots, as little water as |s>s 
sllile should be used. In prepartug 
Vegetables It Is highly Important that 
they should be well denned Hiid wash 
ed. If not, they liecouie n carrier of dis¬ 
ease. Most vegetables need plenty of 
boiling to soften the cellulose. 

Celery end Cabbage Salad. 

Hollow out green peiqiers mid till 
with chopped celery nmi cabbage lu 
equal parts Fill either with umyou 
nalse or with vinaigrette dressing. 

Potato Salad. 

Use a cupful of diced belled pota 
toes. Mix with It n fourth cupful of 
sliced celery. Garnish with dressing 
and a linrd boiled egg. Enough dress 1 
lug should he used to coat and to tin 
vor the whole. 

Orange 8 ouffle. 

Heat two tahlespoonfuls butter and 
add the same amount of flour I’our 
In one-fourth cupful milk nnd cook un 
til smooth Mix one fourth cupful sug¬ 
ar with the same amount of lemon 
Juice. Combine the two. Add yolks 
nnd then beaten whites. Bake until 
brown. If you desire to give more 
flavor use a whole lemon and half • 
cupful sugar
